The Big Problem 


 pegeaneae! to come before the Privy Council 
' in London for review is a decision of the 
High Court of Australia affecting racing 
throughout the British Empire and of interest 
to racing people the world over. According to 
the London Sporting Life: 


The Victoria Park Racing Club, of Sydney, are 
appealing against the decision of the High Court 
of Australia, which upheld the decision of the 
Lower Court, that the action of the defendants, 
the owners of the property on which the platform 
was erected, and a commercial broadcasting com- 
pany, by broadcasting a description of occurrences 
which could be seen upon the racecourse, did not 
amount to an actionable nuisance, nor to the breach 
of any legal duty in the use of the adjoining land. 

Two judges of the High Court of Australia, Mr. 
Justice Rich and Mr. Justice Evatt, dissented from 
the majority decision. 

Mr. Justice Rich held that the right of observa- 
tion from adjacent land had never been held to be 
an absolute right of property exercisable, notwith- 
standing its destructive effect upon the enjoyment 
of the land overlooked. 

Mr. Justice Evatt argued that a person who used 
devices tor the purpose of enabling the public gen- 
erally to overlook or spy upon the premises of an- 
other person would generally become liable to an 
action of nuisance, providing appreciable damage, 
discomfort or annoyance was caused. 

The decision of the Privy Council, should the 
case come before it, will be of the greatest impor- 
tance to racing clubs throughout the Empire, where 
the broadcasting of races from vantage points near 
the course, is, it is claimed, seriously interfering 
with attendances. 

The problem, if not dealt with now, is likely to 
become more serious when television is added to 
broadcasting. 


We call this matter to the attention of readers 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE not because it touches them 
directly, but because of its close parallel to a 
situation which does affect American racing. If 
it is considered to be a menace when a broad- 
casting company erects a platform outside a race 
track and tells the world what is going on within 
the enclosure, consider what it is when one organ- 
ization contracts to let the world know what is 
going on inside every important race track in 
America every afternoon. What makes it more 
serious is the fact that neither laws nor court 
decisions are in the least effective in suppressing 
this traffic in the information which is retailed 
and capitalized in thousands of handbooks 
throughout the country. Rather the continuation 
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of this service is assured by the good will and 
active cooperation of hundreds of thousands of 
supposedly law-abiding citizens and of the law 
enforcement agencies themselves. So well are 
the handbooks established that legislators have 
practically given up trying to have laws against 
them enforced and are simply trying to frame 
laws which will allow the collection of revenue 
from a business now illicit. A Kentucky legisla- 
tor has proposed that the agency which distrib- 
utes information to handbooks be taxed and that 
the handbeoks themselves be taxed, and in other 
states efforts are being made to squeeze legal 
taxes out of an illegal industry. 


We don’t know how the handbook problem is 
going to be worked out. But we will not be sur- 
prised if the next few years move us much 
closer to the eventual solution. Just now racing 
is entering upon what will probably be the biggest 
year of the American Turf, as far as aggregates 
are concerned. And if American racing has its 
biggest year it is probable that American hand- 
books will have their biggest year. We do not 
believe that the handbook industry can get much 
bigger without attracting a great deal of at- 
tention, and as far as racing is concerned that 
attention will be nearly all unfavorable, for the 
public does not distinguish between the sport of 
racing and its parasites. We do not believe that 
the reputation of racing can be benefited by legal- 
izing handbooks; we believe rather that the evil 
effects of off-the-course betting will be intensi- 
fied by such action, and that the inevitable re- 
action against racing will be precipitated more 
quickly. 


There is one other possible solution, a Federal 
law affecting racing. We look upon such a course 


with some misgivings, but with racing sanc- 
tioned in so many states, and with the state 


governments quite ineffective in controlling hand- 
books, recourse to the Federal Government for 
protection seems more strongly indicated than 
ever before. At any rate it seems probable that 
we are headed in the direction of possible Federal 
control.

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Pedigree Points 
By J. A. Estes 


HERE is no universal yardstick by which the 

absolute value of any Thoroughbred sire can 
be measured. The horse which outranks all his 
contemporaries in one particular is likely to have 
several superiors in other departments. It is not 
at all certain that the sire which gets the largest 
number of winners will also get the largest 
number of stakes winners. It is not at all certain 
that the horse whose foals have the highest 
aggregate of earnings in one year is the best 
sire in the country. There are so many factors, 
so many qualifications, so many adjustments to 
be made that it is virtually impossible to arrive 
at a single standard for judging a stallion. 

I make these admissions in the beginning in 
order that no reader will assume that I am at- 
tempting to establish a final ranking of the sires 
at stud in recent years. I am, however, attempt- 
ing to give a more accurate line on various im- 
portant sires than has previously been available, 
simply by summarizing the complete records of 
those sires in such a form that comparison is 
possible. 

The table given herewith brings up to date (to 
the end of 1937, that is) the records of 27 stal- 
lions as published in THE BLOOp-HoRSE of Febru- 
ary 20 last year, and includes also the records of 
nine other prominent sires. All the leading names 
on the sire lists of the last four years are included 
in the tabulation. For each sire the information 
given includes the total number of registered foals 
which had reached racing age by 1937 (registered 
foals marked dead by the time of publication of 
the annual supplement to the American Stud 
Book are omitted from consideration); the num- 
ber of wins, seconds, and thirds, and _ total 
amount otf money won by the sire’s get; the 
average winnings per foal; and the average win- 
nings per placing. No attempt has been made 
to give the number of starters representing each 
sire each year, as no complete figures in this 
department are available; the American Racing 
Manual’s sire list does not include all starters, 
but only those which won money. 

The horses in the table are ranked according 
to the average winnings per foal. At the top of 
the list stands Hard Tack, son of Man o’ War 
and sire of Seabiscuit. The winnings of his 
average foal are out of proportion to the re- 
mainder of the horses in the table because he 
has had only 11 foals of racing age, among them 
the handicap champion Seabiscuit. Of Hard 
Tack’'s 11 foals of racing age, six have won, 
including the entire first crop of four foals. It 
may be possible at a later date to give the num- 
ber of foals and number of winners representing 
each stallion on the list. 

Excepting Hard Tack, the order of the leaders 
is the same as in the table published last Feb- 
ruary. Man o’ War’s get have averaged $9,400 
in earnings. *Sun Briar, *St. Germans, Black 
Toney, Pennant, and Pompey follow in the same 
order as a year ago. The Porter has moved up 
above High Time and *Chicle, and *Bull Dog, 
which is making a remarkable record, has gained 
several notches.

age money earned for each placing. This figure 
is obtained by adding the number of firsts, sec- 
onds, and thirds, and dividing the sum into the 
aggregate winnings. The resulting figure is im- 
portant in that it gives an indication of the 
average class of the horses representing each 
sire. Thus the Man o’ Wars have earned an 
average of more than a thousand dollars each 
time they have gained a place in the money over 
a period of 14 years. The leaders by this classi- 
fication are Hard Tack, Peanuts (whose rank is 
almost solely due to Top Row), Man o’ War, 
Gallant Fox, *St. Germans, *Sir Gallahad III, 
*Sun Briar, *Royal Minstrel, *Bull Dog, Pen- 
nant, and *Chicle. 

The figures given in the table are based on 
American racing only, and allowances must be 
made for the fact that some of the best per- 
formers sired by a few of the stallions listed 
have raced abroad. Since it is not possible to 
account for the horses raced in other countries 
on the same basis as those raced in America, I 
have left them out of consideration altogether 
in compiling the main table. However, I can 
indicate roughly the effect the inclusion of 
foreign earnings would have. 

Through 1937 the get of Gallant Fox had won 
£16,188 ($80,940) in England; the get of *Royal

Stayers 


LL followers of lost causes should be interested 
in distance racing. And yet this particular 
cause is not as badly lost as it was four years 
ago, and there are signs, here and there, that 
some active interest is being taken by a few 
race tracks, a few Turf writers, a few racing 
commissioners. Having argued for more races at 
distances beyond 10 furlongs for several years, 
I shall avoid argument here, present a few figures. 
In 1937 there were 165 events in North Ameri- 
ca at distances greater than 1!, miles, or ap- 
proximately one in 100. This represents an in- 
crease of nearly 30 per cent over the number in 
1936 (127), and is exactly 200 per cent greater 
than the number in 1933, first year for which 
Statistics are available. The increase which has 
gone on for the last four years is perhaps best 
shown by a tabulation:

The increase, the above table indicates, is 


chiefly among the longer races. There were but 
nine more races than in 1936 between 114 miles 
and 1's miles, while there were 24 more races 
at distances beyond 115 miles. And there is a 
very evident increase at what may be called the 
standard distances, 1'5 miles, miles, 1% 
miles, and two miles. There were more races at 
the maximum distance of 21, miles than in all 
of the four previous years. The figures are still 
so small that they mean very little to those in- 
terested in development of stamina, but every sign 
there is is an encouraging one. 


Geography 


HERE would you expect the greatest number 
of distance races to be offered? Why, where 
racing is on the firmest of foundations, where its 
tradition is deepest, where the need of stamina is 
best understood. That’s what you expect, but it 
isn’t what you get. The distance races by states:

The above list totals 137, the others being in 
Canada (22) and Mexico (6). Absent from the 
list entirely is Kentucky, which breeds perhaps 
60 per cent of American Thoroughbreds, needs 
stamina most. Absent also are New Hampshire, 
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Massachusetts, and Delaware. Missing are such 
tracks as Jamaica, Laurel Park, Tanforan. 

Perhaps we ought to look at the situation from 
another angle. The winter tracks offer a total of 
58 distance races. The Mid-West is next with 48. 
The “old guard,’”’ which includes New York and 
Maryland, and would include Kentucky if Ken- 
tucky had any to add, has 29. Then Canada, Wash- 
ington, Mexico, West Virginia, New England. 

Santa Anita Park, with 14 distance races, heads 
the list of tracks. In order follow Thistle Down 
Park (12), River Downs (11), Bay Meadows 
(10), Hialeah Park (9), Belmont Park (7), 
Bowie (7), Arlington Park (6), Agua Caliente 
(6). Four of the Belmont Park races are stakes, 
leaving but three overnight distance races at 
what is perhaps, all things considered, the out- 
standing track in America. 


Money and Horses 


F you can stand another table, albeit a some- 

what complicated one, there are a few other 
points to bring out. The following tabulation 
shows the monetary rewards for distance racing, 
and the average number of starters they attract. 
A standard objection to distance racing on the 
part of race tracks is the difficulty of filling 
them sufficiently to get that precious show pool, 
but it will be seen that in no case is the average 
number of starters so low that all three pools 
could not be sold. With the exception of the 
races in New York, where no great effort is made 
to get large fields, there were only eight races 
which had less than six starters, 29 which had six, 
the remaining 114 having from seven to 14. In 
the following table the average purse applies only 
to overnight events, does not include stakes 
purses, though stakes money is included in the 
“total amount” column:

There’s little to say about the list, except that 
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the Fair Plays are there as usual, four of the 
tribe being among the 13 listed above. Actual 
leader in money won was also a Fair Play, this 
being American Flag, which sired the Lawrence 
Realization winner Unfailing. Mars, Chatterton, 
Crusader, Display, Mere Play, Ladkin, and others 
are also among the sires. 

There are three very successful sires on the 
list, a few others that are, with qualifications, 
good sires. But the list doesn’t suggest Saratoga 
pedigrees, does it? Well, what would a Saratoga 
yearling do if he were bred for real distance? 
He might get opportunities in eight stakes, though 
the five in New York close so early he might not 
be eligible (I say “he’’ though one of the New 
York stakes is the C. C. A. Oaks, for 3-year-old 
fillies). Otherwise, if his owner waited on him 
till he was a 4-year-old or up, he could get in the 
last race at Thistle Down, claiming price $1,200. 


PERIODIC OPHTHALMIA

NUTRITION 

Because of the observations that have been 
made on outbreaks of periodic ophthalmia among 
animals that were being fed on a ration of hay 
and grain, restricted in quantity and of low 
nutritive value, and because of the many dis- 
eases that are specifically nutritional in nature, 
we must not, and should not, leave unexplored 
the field of nutrition as it may apply to the 
occurrence of periodic ophthalmia. It is well 
known how essential are minerals and mineral 
balances for the normal physiological processes 
of the animal body. Some of the more common 
and some of the more rare minerals are known 
to be essential to health. The importance of so- 
called vitamins, as they have to do with health 
and disease in animals, is also well understood. 

In addition to minerals and vitamins there 
are the amino acids. There are some 22 of these, 
10 of which are classed as essential, the balance 
being spoken of as non-essential. Researches on 
the action of amino acids as regards a normal 
physiology have shown in experimental animals 
that the absence of some does result in a definite 
type of ill health, and that others are essential 
in their relation to the physiological action of 
other elements and to normal, metabolic pro- 
cesses of organs of special function. Those who 
are working on the amino acids, and who are in 
a position to know, are of the opinion that there 
would be almost no chance that animals would 
suffer from a deficiency disease due to the ab- 
sence of the essential amino acids. If this is a 
fact, then from a nutritional standpoint we can 
confine our efforts to minerals and vitamins, at 
least until such time as it is demonstrated that 
there are other rare, complicated, unknown 
specific food elements that are essential to 
health, and the absence of which result in a 
rather definite type of diseased condition. To 
set up a controlled nutritional experiment with 
horses is an exceedingly difficult matter, prin- 
cipally because you cannot maintain a horse for 
any length of time on a synthetic food. To 
select from the natural food of horses those that 
are deficient in general food elements, or by 
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chemical methods to extract from the food a 
particular essential food factor is almost im- 
possible. It may be that a worth-while nutri- 
tional aproach to periodic ophthalmia can be 
made by arranging to feed or otherwise ad- 
minister to a horse suffering with an early acute 
attack, such vitamins or minerals in pure form 
as might be decided upon, hoping that the ad- 
ministration of the mineral or vitamin would be 
followed by beneficial results to the extent of 
indicating that the action was somewhat specific. 
Outbreaks of periodic ophthalmia among 
groups of horses where circumstantial evidence 
seemed to point to a nutritional factor have 
usually been assembled from widely separated 
areas. Thus evidence that the disease was 
brought in by an animal already suffering with 
the disease and the medium of transmission was 
present seems just as feasible as is the opinion 
that the disease developed because the animals 
were not fed on hays and grains of an amount 
and quality that were essential to health. An 
opposite situation, from the standpoint of a 
restricted and deficient diet, is that typical cases 
of periodic ophthalmia do develop among work 
horses and broodmares ranging in age from 10 
to 20 years that have been fed hay and grain 
in quantity and quality that is universally ac- 
cepted as furnishing all the essential nutritive 
elements. Also in most instances the brood- 
mares have been on what is considered good 
pasture for a number of years. The pasture grass 
was a combination of the best varieties known, 
grown on soil having a fertility that would grow 
any crop suited to the climatic conditions. Cases 
of periodic ophthalmia are known to _ occur 
among mares and horses on the Blue Grass 
farms of Kentucky perhaps just as frequently 
as among horses kept in other parts of the 
country, that are housed and fed under far less 
favorable conditions. It is realized that what 
appears to be the best of pasture grass, the best 
of hay and grain may be quite as deficient in 
a specific essential food element as are hays, 
grains, and grasses that from physical appear- 
ance would be classed as inferior. It does not 
seem possible to undertake a nutrition experi- 
ment that would be at all worth-while with the 
present facilities and resources available. 


PARASITES 


It appears that the possibility of the disease 
being primarily parasitic in origin has received 
due attention. The literature appearing through- 
out the years that the disease has been studied 
makes reference to many different kinds of 
mature and immature forms of parasites that 
have been found in the eyes of horses, which did 
and did not have lesions of periodic ophthalmia. It 
is only natural that those parasites, first found, 
were looked upon as the causative agent. When 
it was realized that no one species was found 
consistently in the eyes of affected horses, in one 
area or another, and that the same parasitic forms 
were often found in normal eyes, the parasitic 
theory of periodic ophthalmia began to wane and 
largely lost serious consideration. Recently the 
possibility of parasites having an indirect, if not 
direct, relation to the occurrence of the disease, 
has been revived. As in the case of bacteria, 
fungi, and protozoa, their presence in the eyes 
of horses should be looked for, all forms en- 
countered should be identified, and their relation, 
if any, to the development of the disease should 
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be determined. It would also be well, whenever 
time and opportunity permit, to determine how 
heavily parasitized horses and mules having 
periodic ophthalmia are as compared with horses 
having normal eyes. In that practically all horses 
in the regions where periodic ophthalmia is most 
prevalent are heavily parasitized, it would seem 
that if the disease is in any way related to para- 
sitism it is indirectly and by a particular species 
of parasite. 


ALLERGY 


Of all the theories that have been advanced, 
the most recent is that of an allergic tendency, 
hereditary or acquired, that may exist in the 
animal. Thus it is held that certain individuals 
are born with a predisposition to the disease; 
also, that a susceptibility to the disease may be 
acquired through the action of elements not 
having a direct relation to the cause, but simply 
producing a condition in the animal body that 
makes it possible for the real cause to act. Al- 
lergy, with its many possible complications, 
might be linked up with one of a number of 
factors, including heredity, environment, nutri- 
tion, parasites, and infection. Predisposition to 
a disease may be inherited or may be acquired. 
In the September, 1937, issue of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, page 428, is an abstract of an article by 
W. Schaper, of Germany, on “Allergy and the 
Occurrence of Periodic Ophthalmia.” He speaks 
of predisposition both inherited and acquired. 
Predisposition, of whatever origin, does not in 
itself result in disease. Certain other factors 
must be present before the disease can develop. 
Of the possible inciting factors, mention is made 
of environment, nutrition, and toxins, including 
those of vegetable, animal, and chemical origin. 
It is possible to formulate a very interesting dis- 
course on possibilities of this kind having to do 
with the development of periodic ophthalmia. 
Assuming that animals do have a predisposition 
to periodic ophthalmia either inherited or ac- 
quired and that a secondary toxic factor is 
necessary to cause the disease to develop, it 
might be possible to take selected toxic sub- 
stances of animal or plant origin in their pure 
form and inject or otherwise administer to a 
normal group of experimental animals and ob- 
serve the results. There are several avenues of 
approach by which it might be possible to obtain 
some worth-while information on the theory of 
allergy and the development of periodic oph- 
thalmia, but all are surrounded with procedures 
that present the greatest difficulty. 


PLAN OF PROCEDURE 


Mention has been made of these many pos- 
sible factors and particularly of the theories 
formed from them, simply to bring out that for 
the last hundred years veterinarians and others 
have drawn deductions based on observations and 
carried out tests to determine the cause and 
nature of periodic ophthalmia or moon-blindness 
in horses, and that today little more is known 
regarding the disease than was known 75 years 
ago. The pathological changes that developed 


in the eye beginning with the first attack and 
developing gradually following each recurrence 
until the animals go blind, are fairly well known, 
but here again, while knowedge of the pathology 
has helped the clinician in the diagnosis of the 
disease, it has not contributed materially to an 
understanding of the cause nor to methods of 
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prevention and treatment. Thus we can, without 
fear of serious contradiction, repeat that almost 
nothing is known about the disease that can be 
put to effective use in its suppression. 


The real purpose of this paper and the motive 
that prompted me to accept the invitation to 
discuss the subject was to give a brief outline of 
the different theories that have been advanced 
and of the proposed research project on periodic 
ophthalmia, which will be undertaken by the 
Department of Animal Pathology of the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Experiment Station. 


Because of the prevalence of periodic ophthal- 
mia and because the great majority of cases 
terminate in total blindness, of one or both eyes, 
the disease deserves our most serious considera- 
tion. In making plans to investigate the dis- 
ease a procedure has been outlined in which first 
consideration will be given to a study of causa- 
tion. The primary effort will be on a filterable 
virus. Other causative agents receiving atten- 
tion will be bacteria, protozoa, fungi, external 
and internal parasites, nutrition, heredity, and 
allergy. All these factors, excepting allergy, 
have received considerable attention over a 
period of many years without convincing results. 
Therefore an attempt will be made to carry to 
completion all studies relating to causes, estab- 
lishing or disproving the relationship of the 
various agents to the occurrence of the disease. 

Obviously it is desirable that a means of 
transmitting the disease to experimental animals 
be found. If this is accomplished, infective ma- 
terial will then be made available at all times 
and will facilitate transmission experiments to 
the horse, the working out of diagnostic labora- 
tory tests and the formulation of preventative 
and curative measures. Transmission experi- 
ments may well be carried out at the same time 
that the etiological studies are being made. For 
the present, at least, it will be necessary to study 
acute cases as they occur in the field, or acute 
cases that can be brought to the clinical labora- 
tory. Substantial progress is not likely to be 
made in dealing with the disease, assuming that 
it is of a specific infectious nature, until the 
true nature of the infectious agent is determined. 
The cultivation of viruses in artificial media has 
never been successful, and most of them only 
grow well in the species of animal in which they 
are disease-producing. If the cause is a filterable 
virus it may be possible to cultivate it in chick 
embryos, which has been rather’ successfully 
done with viruses of other diseases. 

Pathological studies of chronic cases in which 
only the terminal condition can be seen, will 
probably not reveal any new information of 
significance. A detailed study of pathological 
changes that may occur previous to clinically 
visible attacks and as they occur in the recurrent 
stages of the disease may give information di- 
rectly helpful in making more nearly accurate 
the clinical diagnosis, and in indicating the 
nature of agents that may be tried in experi- 
mental treatment. It may also be possible that 
full knowledge of the development of patho- 
logical lesions in the cells and structures of the 
eye, as they occur from the beginning to the 
termination of the course of the disease, will be 
most valuable in building up a relationship be- 
tween the pathology and the nature of a causa- 
tive agent that would most naturally produce

The Miller 


ONDON, January 17.—-I wonder if it could be 

calculated, merely on a financial basis and 
without being nice to £50,000 or so, to what extent 
our national sports are indebted to the really 
great performers of their generations ? How much 
does cricket owe to W. G. Grace and Don Brad- 
man or boxing to Bob Fitzsimmons and Jack 
Dempsey? The glory of the deeds of the cricket 
masters affects, through the years, the gate re- 
ceipts at charity matches on village greens. The 
thrill of reading of the giants of the ring breeds 
the enthusiasm that packs the local drill hall for 
a series of fights between the meanest exponents 
of the noble art. 

The same can be said of nearly all sports that 
survive, and it is particularly true of the racing 
game. The Turf has a dual pull, for its followers 
can idolize men and horses. I always think of 
Fred Archer as being far and away the greatest 
personality ever associated with racing in Britain. 
Danny Maher. Frank Wootton, Steve Donoghue, 
and now, Gordon Richards, have kept bright the 
flame of enthusiasm. There is a wider range 
when we think upon the great horses of the past 
few decades, a classic host from the mighty 

Ormonde to that other unbeaten wonder of yes- 
teryear, Bahram. Such celebrities provide the 
publicity by which the sport prospers. 

The ‘chasing game also has its heroes, and these 
reflections were prompted by the magnetic thrill 
so clearly experienced by everyone at Sandown 
Park last week when our idol Golden Miller put 
up one of the best performances of his great 
career. 

We were racing in the rain, as has been our 
lot on most days during the past couple of months, 
the going was fetlock deep, and jockeys return- 
ing to scale looked as if they had been in a 
mud bath. But we knew that “The Miller’? was 
to run, and a big crowd braved the elements. 
The event was the Prince’s Handicap ’Chase over 
three miles and five furlongs, value 330 sovereigns 
to the winner. There were 10 runners, and Golden 
Miller was, of course, top weight with 175 pounds. 
He started at even money, and was ridden by 
the season's leading jockey, H. Nicholson. Jump- 
ing faultlessly, “The Miller’? was kept in touch 
with the leaders all the way, and two fences from 
home he was showing just in front of Gerry 
Wilson’s mount, Sporting Piper (receiving 34 
pounds), and Herodotus (receiving 40 pounds). At 
the last fence, Sporting Piper landed first and it 
seemed certain that the weight would tell against 
the favorite in the long and severe uphill finish. 
3ut Miss Dorothy Paget’s champion did not in- 
tend being beaten. A tap from Nicholson’s whip 
and his raking stride lengthened to bring him 
level with Sporting Piper 100 yards from the 
post. Running on with the courage of a bulldog, 
“The Miller’ won by a good three parts of a 
leneth—-the gamest exhibition I have seen for

many a long day. The crowd forgot the rain and 
the mud and cheered to the echo. Truly it was a 
finish to stir the pulse of every lover of a good 
*chaser. 


Hurdles 


few other events run last week were of con- 

siderable interest. The Aga Khan's classical- 
ly-bred 4-year-old Dharampur (by Fairway out of 
the Oaks winner Udaipur) won the Maiden Hurdle 
at Sandown in fluent style. The colt is trained 
by George Duller, and I believe this is the Aga 
Khan's first winner under N. H. rules. 

A still more impressive success over hurdles 
was that of J. H. Whitney's 5-year-old gelding 
Mask and Wig (by “*Aethelstan II-—Quick 
Change) at the Leicester meeting on January 11. 
In a field of 33, odds of 2 to 1 were laid on Mask 
and Wig and he won with his head in his chest, 
giving weight to all. I am rating him the best 
timber-topper in training, and I hope that Mr. 
Whitney will be here for the Cheltenham meeting 
to see him win the Champion Hurdle Cup. 

At the week-end fixture at Hurst Park-—more 
rain and mud—the Derby Cup and Manchester 
November Handicap disappointment, Stainless 
Stephen, beat a very useful field in the New Year 
Handicap Hurdle. The big event at this meeting, 
however, was the Star and Garter Handicap 
Steeplechase (three miles), which proved to be 
the best Grand National trial we have seen since 
the Liverpool November meeting. There were 16 
runners, and the recent Newbury winner, Dun- 
hill Castle, which with his penalty had only 148 
pounds to shoulder, started a good favorite, with 
Belted Hero and Drinmore Lad best backed of 
the others. In a great finish, Dunhill Castle, 
ridden by Nicholson, pulled through by a head 
from Antipas, with Masauery a length and a 
half away third and Brilliant Jack fourth. Belted 
Hero ran well without ever promising to win. 
Among the unplaced were Kellsboro’ Jack, 
Southern Hero (pulled up), Rightun, Didoric, and 
Red Hillman, and among the fallen were Drin- 
more Lad, Prominent Lad, and Jovial Judge. It 
was two fences from heme that Drinmore Lad 
came down, but there were extenuating circum- 
stances, his jockey breaking a leather. Even so, 
I am bound to confess that the lapse has shaken 
my confidence a little in Paul Mellon’s Grand 
National horse. 


Dunhill Castle 


made some notes on Dunhill Castle when he 
beat Royal Mail at Newbury last month, but 
as he seems to be destined to loom large in our 
Grand National calculations, some further com- 
ment may be of interest. He is an 8-year-old 
black gelding by Cottage out of Martenette, by 
Marten, and was bought in the raw in Ireland, 
four or five years ago, by Sir Warden Chilcott. 
The gelding was taught the business of jumping 
in the hunting field, and has often carried his 
owner with the Hambledon hounds, a Hampshire 
pack. He was not put into training until 12 
months ago, and he first ran, unplaced, in a hun- 
ters ‘chase at the Wincanton Easter meeting 
last March. His next appearance, a winning one, 
was at Hawthorn Hill last November. 
Since then he has run three times, winning 
twice and placed in the other. He is a grand 
looking horse, with plenty of substance, a well 
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placed shoulder, and the power behind the saddle 
that is so essential for Liverpool work. He is 
trained by H. Lowe at Bishop’s Waltham in Hamp- 
shire, and there is still scope for improvement in 
the gelding. He has, of course, been favored in 
his races by being set with light weight, but he 
has beaten some of our best and he cannot be 
overdone in the matter of poundage by the Grand 
National handicapper. That he is hopefully re- 
garded for the Blue Riband honors is evident 
from the fact that H. Nicholson has been offered 
the ride.

Andy Schuttinger 


EFORE he sold his tack and devoted his at- 

tention to training horses, Andy Schuttinger 
was a race rider of renown. For years he was 
the right hand of the veteran Ed Heffner, and 
in his time he rode some of the best horses on 
the American Turf. He rode the black horse The 
Finn to the majority of his victories as a 3-year- 
old. He was astride the mighty Roamer when 
that gallant gelding erased Salvator’s record for 
a mile at Saratoga in 1918. This record has since 
been superseded by Equipoise, but there are many 
who hold Roamer’s record was the better. It was 
made around two turns, while Equipoise’s was 
made around one turn. 

However, Andy Schuttinger has no doubt the 
best horse he ever rode was Man o' War. He was 
astride the son of Fair Play that afternoon at 
Saratoga in the Travers Stakes of 1920 when 
Man o’ War, under 129 pounds, ran away and hid 
from Upset (123) and John P. Grier (115) in 
2:014s5. 

Along about 1927 Schuttinger began training. 
He succeeded Johnny Wilson with the horses 
owned by James Butler, and it was for the Squire 
of East View that Schuttinger saddled his first 
winner. This was at Aqueduct, September 20, 
1927, the first race of the day of the autumn 
meeting, a claiming affair for 3-year-olds and 
upwards, seven furlongs. The race was worth $700 
to the winner. Schuttinger saddled Camphor Ball, 
a 4-year-old chestnut gelding by Spur out of Moth, 
by Pebbles, therefore a home-bred. Ridden by C. 
Diehl, Camphor Ball was entered to be claimed 
for $1,500. An outsider in the wagering, closing 
at 20-1, Camphor Ball won by two lengths in 
1:2835 from Shannon Shore, with Agnate third, 
ten others in the beaten field. The winner carried 
115 pounds and was receiving five pounds from 
the second and third. 

In his opinion the best horse he ever trained 
was Questionnaire, a son of Sting out of Miss 
Puzzle, by Disguise, bred and raced by James 
Butler. Second in his estimation was Sun Beau, 
by *Sun Briar out of Beautiful Lady, by Fair 
Play, bred and raced by Willis Sharpe Kilmer. 
He also has a high opinion of Butler’s Stormy 
Dawn. 

He feels that the best mare he ever trained was 
Miss Simplicity, dam of that rugged 3-year-old of 
1937, Eagle Pass. She too was New York-bred. 
Next to her he rates Charade, another of the 
Butler breed. 

Like the majority of present day trainers, 
Schuttinger is of the opinion Man o’ War was the 
best race horse he ever saw and in a class by 
himself. He thinks Regret, the only filly that 
ever won the Kentucky Derby, was the best filly 
or mare he ever saw under silks.

Hialeah Park 


NTERESTING racing during the week brought 
to Hialeah Park a continued good attendance, 
sent the pari-mutuel turnover of January 29 to 


a new high for the meeting, $539,231 being 
wagered on the day's eight races. Now some- 


what more than a third through with its 46-day 
meeting, the Miami track seems likely to have 
the best racing, the most successful meeting in 
its history. 

High spots of racing on January 24 were vic- 
tories by the *Omar Khayyam colt Crepe, in a 
3-year-old allowance event, and by Mucho Gusto, 
6-year-old Marvin May horse which finished 
second in the week’s stakes event on January 29. 
On the following day Hal Price Headley won a 
83-year-old filly sprint with Drift Along, a daugh- 
ter of Supremus, bred by Mr. Headley’s farm 
manager, Harold Fallon. On the same day Mae- 
mere Farm won a one-mile allowance race with 
the *Grandace gelding Go Home, defeating Para- 
disical, Corinto, and others. Orientalist, consist- 
ent gelding by Wise Counsellor, won a seven- 
furlong race on January 26, and on the same day 
Mrs. G. H. Emick’s Rollin Home, a High Time 
gelding which is one of the most improved horses 
of the winter season, took a $1,500 race from 
Fraidy Cat, Finance, and others, winning easily 
by three lengths. On January 27 W. J. (Buddy) 
Hirsch won a 3-year-old allowance purse with 
Sketchbook, a Zacaweista filly, and Woolford 
Farm got the day’s feature with Robert L., 4- 
year-old Noah colt. J. W. Parrish, Midway (Ky.) 
banker and owner, sent out a home-bred 3-year- 
old, The Whale, on January 28 to make the first 
start of his career in a rather good allowance 
race. The gelding, a son of Mr. Parrish’s stallion 
Rolled Stocking, was completely disregarded in 
the betting, got up in the last 50 yards to win 
at 61 to 1. 

The Saturday card, featured by a $5,000 stakes 
event, had a supporting attraction in a $1,200 
purse for 4-year-olds and up at six furlongs. 
This was won by Maemere Farm’s Maedic, Bos- 
tonian colt which has been something of a dis- 
appointment since he swept through five of 
Saratoga’s 2-year-old stakes in 1936. In a 3- 
year-old purse, Townsend B. Martin scored with 
the *Sickle colt Cravat, which he had purchased 
from the C. V. Whitney dispersal for $10,600. 
Unusual feature of the card was the inclusion of 
two distance events. Over the Turf course a 
two-mile event was run, the winner being L. E. 
Ogle’s Mothel, a gelding by Kohinor or Satyricon, 
which came up just at the finish to turn back 
Later On. The other event, over the main track, 
was at 1%, miles, and was won by E. A. Bis- 
choff's Midas, a 4-year-old son of *Paicines. 


Miami Beach Handicap 


An unwieldy field of 16 starters contested the 
Miami Beach Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile) at Hialeah Park January 
29, with the race considered important as an 


indicator of the chances of a number of Widener 
Cup Handicap candidates. Of the 16 starters, 13 
were eligible to the $50,000 race, but two of the 
three non-eligibles took first and third places,

No Triple Crown 


The coronation of winners of Derby, Preak- 
ness, and Belmont Stakes will continue to be 
with a mythical crown. Several weeks ago Col. 
M. J. Winn sugested the putting up of a purse 
of $50,000 by Churchill Downs, Pimlico, and Bel- 
mont Park, to go to a horse which won all three 
of those races. But Alfred Vanderbilt, as quoted 
in the Baltimore Evening Sun January 29, saw 
nothing in the idea, declared Pimlico out.

Thoroughbred Club 


Members of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
met January 29 at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 
the meeting having been moved up a week from 
its regular date, in order to coincide with the 
visit of Francois Dupre, French breeder and 
owner. Mr. Dupre, making his first trip to Ken- 
tucky, was presented to the club by Dr. W. W. 
Dimeck, who had several times visited the Dupre 
stud (Haras d’Ouilly) in Normandy, where the 
great site Pharos stcod until his death last April. 

Mr. Dupre spoke briefly of his impressions of 
the stock farms he had seen during his Kentucky 
trip, including that of A. B. Hancock, where he 
had gone to renew acquaintance with *Blenheim 
II and *Sir Gallahad II, both of which he had 
formerly seen in France. He was impressed, he 
said, with the difference in the manner of keep- 
ing stalliens, which in Europe are much more 
closely confined than in America. The difference 
in treatment, he noted, caused American stallions 
to be much more tractable, and far less danger- 
ous to their handlers. 

He said also that American breeding methods 
and technique are far more scientific than those 
in England or France, particularly as _ reflected 
in the percentage of mares which are got suc- 
cessfully in foal. In this connection he paid 
compliments to Dr. Dimock’s work in pregnancy 
diagnosis, which he said had resulted in his ob- 
taining a much better percentage with his own 
mares at the Haras d’Ouilly. 

The next meeting of the Thoroughbred Club 
will be held Saturday, February 12, at the Lafay- 
ette Hotel. 


Death of Will Hickey 


Will T. Hickey, business man and politician 
of Georgetown, Ky., died at his home January 
30 after almost two years of illness. Mr. Hickey 
was at one time a breeder and owner of Thor- 
oughbreds. He disposed of his last horse about 
five years ago. 


Menow and the Derby 


The Futurity winner of each season is a 
marked horse until the running of the Kentucky 
Derby of the following year, though no horse 
has yet accomplished that double. So Hal Price 
Headley’s Menow, taking light work at Hialeah 
Park, is a center of 3-year-old interest. Last 
week Mr. Headley, just returned from Florida, 
visited THE BLoop-HOoRSE office, confirmed stories 
that the *Pharamond II colt was no certain 
starter in the Churchill Downs race. Menow 
struck himself last fall, eliminated himself from 
the Pimlico Futurity, and though he is going 
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soundly enough now, there is no certainty that 
he will stand intensive training. Menow will be 
nominated for the Derby but his preparation for 
it will not be rushed. Mr. Headley’s present at- 
titude on the likelihood of Menow as a Derby 
starter: “Your guess is as good as mine.”

Santa Anite Park 


ACING in California, prosperous as_ usual, 

broke only one previous pari-mutuel record 
last week, by registering the heaviest off-day 
handle of the meeting when the Tuesday racing, 
featured by no cutstanding race or drawing any 
particular “name” horses, built up a pari-mutuel 
total of $634,270. 

More important to observers was the fact that 
the horses racing there began to make some 
sort of sense in their various divisions. The 2- 
year-old situation seems currently in the hands 
of the Vanderbilt stable, which sent out two 
winning juveniles during the week. One was the 
*Gino filly Galley Slave, which cracked the much 
broken world record for three furlongs, going 
the distance in :3245;. The other was Impound, 
a Sun Beau colt which won his maiden race in 
:33'5, which was the record only two years ago. 
Though both are by Court Manor stallions, only 
Galley Slave was bred by Willis Sharpe Kilmer, 
the other being credited to Montalvo Stud. 

Principal development in the 3-year-old di- 
vision is A. C. Compton’s Sun Egret, also a 
Kilmer-bred colt. Sun Egret won an allowance 
race on January 26 from Indian Lodge, Can’t 
Wait, Legal Light, Torchy, and others, all of 
those named having been prominent 2-year-olds 
last year. On January 29 he turned in a much 
better performance, beating 12 older horses, in- 
cluding nine Santa Anita Handicap eligibles, 
though he won possibly under sufferance from 
his stablemate Clingendaal. Other 3-year-olds 
which showed well during the week were J. H. 
Whitney’s Grim Reaper, easy winner over eight 
others of his age January 26, and Mrs. J. Chat- 
burn’s Honey Car, a Cartago colt which won 
from a fairly good field a day earlier. 

But most interest outside of California centers 
in the performance of the handicap division. At 
the head of the list last week came J. H. Louch- 
heim’s Pompoon, good Pompey colt which was 
separated only by War Admiral from 3-year-old 
leadership in 1937. On January 28 he came out 
in a seven-furlong race against seven others, in- 
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cluding the South American *Ligorati and *Sa- 
bueso, as well as Fairy Hill, Murph, Indian 
Broom, and Primulus. Under Johnny Gilbert’s 
careful riding, Pompoon was steadied along in 
second place for a half-mile, then turned loose. 
He went smoothly to the front, won eased up 
by five lengths, with *Ligorati second, the others 
well strung out. Pompoon went the distance in 
1:23, missed the track record by a fifth of a sec- 
ond, could apparently have broken it if he had 
had anything to carry him along. He was under 
his Santa Anita Handicap weight of 120 pounds. 


Other winners in the handicap division in- 
cluded Clingendaal, Sceneshifter, and the less 
prominent Supremador and Marynell. Clingen- 


daal turned back Bill Farnsworth, Speed to 
Spare, Aneroid, The Fighter, and others in a 


six-furlong event January 25, under 120 pounds, 
apparently could have won the San Pasqual 
Handicap on January 29, in which he finished 
second, by a head, to his stablemate Sun Egret. 


Sceneshifter also turned in a nice race on the 
following day, winning at six furlongs from 
Exhibit, Half Time, and others. Supremador, a 


Supremus gelding owned by W. E. Boeing, won 
at one mile from Tedious and others, and Mary- 
bell, Billy Brush mare, turned back Watersplash, 
Sweepalot, Tick On, and *Amor Brujo at 1 1-16 
miles. The South American, meeting his second 
defeat in America, raced wide, bore out in the 
stretch, tired toward the end, was never better 
than fifth. Recently sold by Horace A. Luro, he 
raced under the colors of Kozinsky Brothers. 


Compton Entry Runs One-Two 


Hialeah Park and Santa Anita Park scheduled 
their richest handicaps on the same day this 
season, precluding what was already a very faint 
possibility of the same horses starting in both 
races. On January 29 both tracks offered stakes 
which were to some extent “tune-ups” for the 
forthcoming handicaps. Neither drew the top 
nominees, both went to horses not eligible for 
the richer races. The Santa Anita stakes was 
the San Pasqual Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs), a race which drew 
i3 starters, nine of which are Santa Anita Han-

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aicap eligibles. As at Hialeah Park, non-eligibles 
ran first and third. 

The Vanderbilt-bred Speed to Spare (110), a 
recent purchase by Circle M Ranch, made the 
pace for most of the journey. For a quarter-mile 
A. C. Compton’s Sun Egret (3-y-0, 104) was 
pushing him hard, but the *Sun Briar colt re- 
tired temporarily as He Did came up to chal- 
lenge in the following quarter. When the Vic- 
torian colt had had enough, Sun Egret was at 
the leader’s throat again. He succeeded in getting 
to the front at the eighth-pole. The Balko gelding, 
generally considered a quitter even at six furlongs, 
held out gamely through the final eighth, lost 
only another head, as Sun Egret’s stablemate 
Clingendaal (118) came up to split him from the 
winner. So at the finish it was Sun Egret, Clin- 
gendaal, Speed to Spare, heads apart. Two lengths 
farther back fourth place went to J. A. Manfuso’s 
Aneroid (124), which dropped back after the 
start, and finished very fast.

Sun Egret, scoring a good victory for a colt 
which has just turned three, has marked himself, 
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by three successive wins, as the strongest sort of 
candidate for the $50,000 added Santa Anita 
Derby. He had previously won the Santa Maria 
Stakes at Santa Anita Park, and pedigree particu- 
lars were published, in connection with that race, 
in THE BLoop-HorsE of January 15, page 126. Sun 
Egret has started 14 times, won five races, finished 
second three times, third twice, and has earned 
$13,505. 


Speed of the Vanderbilts 


In the last two years five horses have broken 
or equaled the world record for three furlongs 
down a straight course. Three of them were 
the property of Alfred Vanderbilt. Serious as- 
sault on the record began at Santa Anita Park 
in the early part of 1936, when Airflame, an 
Ariel colt from the Vanderbilt stable, set a 
record of :33 for the distance. Last winter Mr. 
Vanderbilt's home-bred Balking equaled the 
record. 

On January 27, 1938, another Vanderbilt 2- 
year-old, Galley Slave, came down the Santa 
Anita Park chute to set a new record of :32% 
for the distance. Raymond Workman rode the 
filly, kept her in front all the way, won by a 
half-length. Galley Slave, a daughter of *Gino 
and the noted race mare Sally’s Alley, was pur- 
chased by T. B. Cromwell for $2,300 out of the 
W. S. Kilmer sale at Saratoga last August, was 
resold privately to Mr. Vanderbilt a day or so 
later. 

Last season at Hialeah Park two juveniles, 
Sally Shall and Recorder, had equaled the record 
held jointly by Airflame and Balking.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


FOREIGN 
Death of Jock Crawford 


UESDAY morning of this week Arthur B 
Hancock received at his Claiborne Stud 
Paris, Ky., the following cablegram: 

Distressed advise you Crawford fatally injured cai 
accident twelve hours after arrival Capetown yesterday. 
Kindly advise all Jock’s many Kentucky friends. 

The message was signed by E. E. Coussell 
Capt. John Crawford’s associate in the operation 
of the British Blocdstock Agency, with offices in 
London. It chronicled the passing of one of the 
mest widely known horsemen in the world, foi 
Jock Crawford, as he was familiarly known, had 
the world for his territory in his business of 
selling British Thoroughbreds. He spent several 
months of each year traveling from one country 
to another in connection with his work. Durirg 
the winter months in the northern hemisphere he 
usually made visits to important breeding and 
racing centers below the equator. He was on 
such a trip to South Africa when his death 
occurred. 

Captain Crawford, an exceptionally capabl 
veterinarian, was for a good many years sta- 
tioned in India, where he was prominently asso- 
ciated with racing and breeding activities. He 
passed on horses under consideration for army 
remounts and also acted as an official at race 
meetings. In 1922 he happened to be in England 
and performed an unusual operation on the foot 
of Fred Hardy’s Happy Man. The pyramidal 
process of the pedal bone in a fore foot had been 
fractured, and for weeks the horse was unable 
to put his feot to the ground. Captain Crawford 
split the hoof in order to allow room for expan- 
sion, the bone dropped into place, and the horse 
recovered so completely that in 1923 he won the 
Ascct Gold Cup. The grateful owner presented 
the veterinarian with a replica of the famous 
trophy. 

In 1924 Captain Crawford succeeded Edward 
Moorhouse as a director of the British Bloodstock 
Agency, and in that capacity he had a hand in 
sending many horses to America. One of the 
first of these was *Sir Gallahad III, the French 
stallion whose great success led to the virtual 
transplantation of the *Teddy male line to 
America. Captain Crawford’s last visit to the 
United States was in August, 1937. 


STUD NEWS 


No Foals for Whopper 


HOPPER, big *Pharamond II horse which 

earned $80,270 for Hal Price Headley, will 
have no foals, Mr. Headley announced January 
28. The master of Beaumont Farm has com- 
municated with owners of mares booked to Whop- 
per, informed them the horse will not be able to 
make the 1938 season. 

The big handicap performer during his racing 
career was twice operated on for the removal of 
stones from his bladder, and apparently one of 
the incisions either severed the ejaculatory duct 
or destroyed the nervous mechanism which con- 
trols it. Dr. W. W. Dimock, who examined the 


stallion after he failed to cover a mare, said 
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Saturday, February 5, 1938 


there was little hope that he would ever get a 
foal. Whopper will remain at Beaumont Farm as 
a pensioner. 

\bout 35 mares had been booked to him for 
the 1938 season, of which about 20 were home 
mares. A number of the latter will be sent to 
Hollyrood, another of Mr. Headley’s good winners 
($104,045), which retired to stud last spring. The 
additional mares will more than fill Hollyrood’s 
book for the season, and a number of them will 
be bred to outside stallions. 


Behave Yourself 


Last week THE BLoop-HORSE mentioned (page 
235) a story on the death of Behave Yourself, 
which, according to a story broken somewhere 
in the West about January 1, had died, been 
thrown cut to be eaten by coyotes and dogs. 
Col. Thomas J. Johnson, head of the U. S. Re- 
mount Service, investigated the report, dis- 
covered from his records in Washington that 
3ehave Yourself had been dead since January 


22, 1937. The stallion had been inspected by an 
officer of the Remount Service in October, 1936, 
who found him well kept, in good condition. 
Formal report of the stallion’s death was made 
in April 1937, included the information that he 
had been buried.

the type of lesions found in the various stages 
of the disease. 

A general statistical survey such as the Horse 
and Mule Association of America started last 
year and the report furnished by Col. R. J. 
Foster, chief of the Veterinary Corps, U. S. 
War Department, should be continued. These re- 
ports should be supplemented by a similar but 


more detailed survey in states, counties, and 
areas, especially in states and areas, where 
the disease is known to be of rather common 


occurrence. An epizoological study, including the 
collection of all the data that such a study im- 
plies should be made in selected areas. It must 
be realized how difficult it is to collect complete 
and reliable information on a disease of the 
nature of periodic ophthalmia. 

In conducting a survey that would prove 
worth-while considering the time and expense 
involved, it should be made by someone who is 
thoroughly acquainted with every feature of the 
disease but especially one who can make a diag- 
nosis from an examination of the eye of a horse 
even when he is not suffering with an acute 
attack. Because of the tendency of owners to 
assume that the first visible attacks are the 
result of injury, the temptation to sell horses 
when eyes have cleared up between attacks, and 
the frequency with which animals change owner- 
ship in the natural channels of trade, it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to learn of all the cases of 
periodic ophthalmia that actually occur. Only 
through the help of veterinarians and owners 
can we hope to get together data on the occur- 
rence of the disease that is reliable and accurate, 
including a sufficient percentage of the horses 
and mules in a given area to be of statistical 
vaine. There are no available records which in-

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dicate, with any degree of accuracy, the number 
of cases of periodic ophthalmia among horses 
and mules in different parts, areas, and sections 
of the United States. It is reported never to 
have appeared as a common equine disease in 
any of the Rocky Mountain and far western 
States, while in many of the central and eastern 
central states it has been reported, at different 
times, as being prevalent. In some districts of 
the eastern central states it has been more com- 
mon than in others. The disease in some dis- 
tricts has appeared only sporadically, while in 
other instances it has occurred enzootically. 

On many of the breeding farms in central 
Kentucky one or more blind mares are found. 
It is not assumed that all cases of blindness are 
due to periodic ophthalmia. However, one can 
safely conclude from those cases in which the 
history is known, and from the accepted facts 
concerning the disease, that a high percentage 
of all cases of blindness in horses and mules is 
due to so-called periodic ophthalmia or moon- 
blindness. 

The secretary of the Horse and Mule Associa- 
tion last year presented such statistical data on 
the prevalence of periodic ophthalmia as can be 
secured from a questionnaire sent through the 
mail. My guess is that the disease is much 
more prevalent than the data so far obtained 
would indicate. There are some states and areas 
where it is unmistakably greater than reported. 
The limited observations that we have made of 
herses with supposedly sound eyes reveal that 
many such animals do not have literally normal 
eyes. It is too early to know what some of the 
changes in the eye may be previous to the de- 
velopment of recognized clinical symptoms. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


When one approaches owners privately and con 
fidentially the information obtained is in mos’ 
instances quite different from what might bs 
forthcoming from a letter or from questions put 
only in public places. 

We may not succeed in determining the specific 
cause of the disease. It is possible, however, that 
we may settle beyond question some of the con- 
troversial points. An epizoological study may 
reveal more definite facts concerning such fac- 
tors as nutrition and heredity than we have at 
present. There is the possibility that an effica 
cious treatment can be developed and used be- 
fore the specific etiology is determined. 

It would seem the part of wisdom to be careful 
and conservative when discussing with owners 
and others the various theories that have been 
advanced as to the cause and nature of periodic 
ophthalmia and particularly as regards’ the 
effectiveness and value of preventive measures 
and treatments that may be in vogue. In that 
pases, not treated, do often clear up, and the 
affected eye apparently returns to normal, it is 
quite natural that any treatment used may, from 
appearances, have been beneficial although actu- 
ally worthless. 

It is realized that many sound practices in 
use today have been arrived at through trial and 
error. If owners are given to understand that 
suggestions regarding nutrition, parasites, and 
the use of medical chemicals and drugs are only 
suggestions, and not specific recommendations 
on the prevention and treatment of the disease, 
then of course there can be no legitimate com- 
plaint that they were ill advised. To feed a 
horse on a properly balanced ration should be an 
accepted practice of feeding. To keep horses

First, the disease 
has been known and studied for many years and, 
second, there are numerous theories and opinions 
regarding the cause, some of which are backed 
by rather convincing evidence. One would dare 
venture the assertion that the basic idea under- 
lying some one of the various theories that have 
been advanced was the correct explanation, how- 
ever the difficulty is to prove one or disprove 
all the different theories. Research studies can 
be undertaken on some of the various theories 
with considerable promise of yielding results, 
others are so involved that their investigation is 
beyond present available facilities and resources.

of the Ben Brush male line played 
K) a very prominent part in the racing of 1937 
in North America. They sired an extraordinary 
proportion of the stakes winners of the year. 
The Porter, a son of Sweep, was by a big margin 
the leading sire of the year. Sweep himself was 
the leading maternal grandsire, thus gaining for 
the first time an honor for which he had been a 
prominent candidate in several other years. Sec- 
ond to the son of Ben Brush was Whisk Broom 
Il, a grandson of Ben Brush through Broomstick. 


Sweep, foaled in 1907, was among the earliest 
of the many good horses in whose pedigrees were 
combined the two great strains of Ben Brush 
and Domino. He was sired by Ben Brush, and 
his dam was Pink Domino, daughter of Domino 
himself. He led the sire list twice, in 1918 and 
1925, and was prominent throughout his life in 
the stud. He has been well up on the broodmare 
sire list in every year for which statistics are 
available. In 1936 he was third. In 1937 his 
huge total ($322,139 in first monies) was prin- 
cipally due to the exploits of War Admiral, the 
leading 3-year-old, by Man o’ War out of Brush- 
up, by Sweep. Dustwhirl, another Sweep mare, 
produced Reaping Reward, which was unable 
to race after his victory in the Latonia Derby. 
Sweep died in 1931. 


Whisk Broom II gained the most prominent 
place he has ever attained on the broodmare sire 
list largely through the victories of Seabiscuit, 
which was sired by Man o’ War’s son Hard Tack. 
Thus Man o’ War, while he was second to The 
Porter (by Sweep) on the sire list and third to 
Sweep and Whisk Broom II on the broodmare 
sire list, played a leading part in giving top 
honors to those stallions. Man o’ War is the 
second youngest stallion on the list of the leading 
20 broodmare sires. The youngest (foaled in 
1920) is *Sir Gallahad III, whose daughters are 
proving themselves excellent producers. With 
comparatively few mares representing him, *Sir 
Gallahad III finished fifth on the broodmare sire 
list. It was the first time he had appeared among 
the leaders in this department, but he seems 
likely to remain among them for many years. 
Among the performers of 1937 produced by his 
daughters were Sky Larking, Jacola, Merry 
Lassie, Mars Shield, Sir Emerson, White Cockade, 
and Pasteurized. 


There were 972 stallions whose daughters were 
represented by winners on North American 
tracks in 1937, as compared with 874 in 1936, 
895 in 1935, 841 in 1934, 824 in 1933. The number 
of mares represented by winners was 4,455 in 
1937, 4,156 in 1936, 4,128 in 1935.

Torchilla raced for five seasons, during which he started 39 times. He won 18 races, 
was six times second, two times third, and earned $26,199. He was a stakes winner, in- 
cluding the Bashford Manor Stakes, Havana Christmas, New Year’s, Country Club Handi- 
caps, and Marianao Purse. 

The 1938 season will mark the first time Torchilla has stood for outside mares. 
However, he has had six crops to race. To the end of 1937 his get had won 233 races and 
$181,537. His 1937 winners included the juvenile stakes winner Torchy (Woodward, 
Forest City Stakes), his only 2-year-old to start in 1937. Exclusive of his 1937 2-year- 
olds, Torchilla had sired 32 winners from 43 foals.

They were Vote Boy, My Tommie, 
ind Count Dean. Approximately 10,000 horses started in America in 1936. 

Torchilla’s sire was *Torchbearer, a winner up to six, sire of many winners, and son 
of Radium (winner of Jockey Club Cup twice, Gocdwood Cup, and Doncaster Cup, etc.). 
Torchilla’s dam, Chilla, by *Alvescot, won 30 races up to 10 and was a fine producer. The 
second dam is Sunlight, winner at two and three, and good producer. Suelight, by *Bonnie 
Scotland (paternal grandsire of Ben Brush), is the third dam. She produced six foals, five 
of which started, and four of which won.
